tainly is Moscow, and I still insist 
that if Mooney were sincere and

For a mere dl.scus- 
sion of the hi.story of his case it 
is not necessary to see Tom 
Mooney at ail. That may be found 
in the record, and, moreover, the 
outrage against justice an«J the in¬ 
herent danger to the lihsmties of 
other Amerif;ans have been de¬ 
nounced so often and .so ably that, 
like the atrocity of Adolf Hitler, 
they are generally admitted. 

It is hard to understanfi, how¬ 
ever. why the ordinary people of 
California did not make a popular 
issue of the Mooney case years 
ago and turn him out of pri.son 
for their own safety. 

When a reporter goe.s to visit a 
celebrity he is expected to give an 
impression of the man, and in 
Mooney’s case it certainly was of 1 
interest to note that he is as ego¬ 
tistical as an atTor, that he ex- 
preasefl no human sympathy for 
the 5000 other prisfiners in San 
Quentin with the exception of a 
labor dynamiter, and that not once, 
of his own initiative, did he men¬ 
tion Warren Billings. I stand cor¬ 
rected on the point that BiJling.s 
was not technically a co-defeml- 
ant, but the correction i.s only 
technical. They were charged with 
the same job, and Billings I.s no 
less persecuted than Mooney. I 

RF.FRAINS FROM QrOTINO | 

I refrained from quoting Moon- ■ 
ey on the subject of his fellow 
prisoners and still do for the .sake 
of his own peace. But the only 
.sympathy that he could spare for 
anyone but hirn.self was expre.ssed 
for Jim McNamara, the convicted 
dynamiter of the I^ks Angeles. 
Times, and another prisoner in the ■ 
Times case of whose name I am 
not positive, not rernemtiering the ' 
details of that slaughter and the 
ensiling pro.sccutions. 

My .story was not court testi¬ 
mony and was not re.stricted by

If the courts and the democracy 
of the people are no better than 
that, that is too bad. but hl.s per¬ 
sonality and iK'liefs remain what 
they are, nevertheless. As for the 
neglect of Warren Hillings and the 
glorification of Tom Mooney, I call 
attention to the fact that the "free 
Tom Mooney," movement i.s an in¬ 
dustry with international connec¬ 
tions, whereas there is no "free 
Warren Billings" movement at all. 
It is understood that if Mooney 
goes free Billings does, U>o, but 
they have suffered equally and yet 
Billings is a forgotten man. The 
reason is to be found in Mooney’s 
love of publicity and hi« human 
vanity and in the organization 
which shares his political beliefs. 

Politically and intellectually
